ORDER 


New Delhi, the 23rd April, 2012 

». S.Q. 898(E).—Whereas the Central Government vide Order No. S.O,88(E) dated I7th January, 2012 (hereinafter 
referred to as the Principal Order)r issued under the provisions of Section 3 of the Jute Packaging Materials (Compulsory 
Use in Packing Commodities) Act, 1987 (hereinafter referred to as the JPM Act) reserved foodgrain and sugar for 100 per 
cent packaging in jute packaging material forthe jute year 2011-12. 


And, whereas, under the provisions of Section 16(1) of the JPM Act, the Central Government, if it is of the opinion 
that it is necessary or expedient so to do in the public interest, may exempt any person or class of persons, supplying or 
distributing any commodity or class of commodities, from the operation of an order made under Section 3 of the Act. 


Whereas, Ministry of Consumer Affairs, Department of Food and Public Distribution has intimated that the supply 
position of jute bags is not adequate and there is a possibility that procurment operation may get adversely affected in 
Punjab, Haryana, Madhya Pradesh and Rajasthan and have requested for relaxation to allow the left over 56000 bales of 
HDPE/PP bags from the previous season i.e. KMS 2009-10 and RMS 2010-11 by the Food Corporation of India and State 
Procurement Agencies. 


And, wherfeas, the Central Government has reviewed the demand of B.Twill jute bags for packing foodgrains for 
Rabi Marketing Season (RMS) 2012-13 and the corresponding supply capacity and performance of jute industry in respect 
of supply to the Government procurement agencies in consultation with Jute Commissioner, Kolkata. 

And, whereas, the Government of India has considered that due to additional demand, the estimated requirement 
of the packing materials by the procurement agencies for the RMS 2012-13 has increased from the initial projection of 
9.09 lakh bales to 12.34 lakh bales. In order to create a buffer in the eventuality of tight situation of availability of jute bags, 
the quantities of 56000 bales of HDPE/PP bags leftover from the previous season i.e. KMS 2009-10 and RMS 2010-11 be 
used by the FC1, Haryana State Agencies, MP State Agencies and Punjab State Agencies during RMS 2012-13 without 
reducing the requirements of jute bags, subject to the following conditions:

only old HDPE/PP bags upto 56,000 bales already lying in the stocks with the procurement agencies be 
utilized; 

they be utilized only in the last week of April, 2012 when demand will be at its highest and the difference 
between government purchase price and the market price of jute B.Twili bags the least, so as to offset any 
fear of artificial shortage being created to press for further use of HDPE/PP bags; and 


no relaxation be made in the requirement of jute bags from the estimated demand communicated to the Jute 
CorruViLSsioner for the Rabi Marketing Season 2012-13 of 12,34,000 bales.
